Istanbul Swept 
By Violent Riots 
Against Greeks 


ISTA N BU L. Tut key. Sept. 6 
Violent anti-Greek rioting exploded 
in Istanbul tonight. 
Tens 
of 
thousands 
of 
young 
Turks roamed through the city, 
smashing 
Greek store windows, 
wrecking store interiors and over­ 
turning automobiles. 
The rioting erupted after a stick 
of dynamite 
exploded 
near 
the 
Turkish consulate in the Greek 
city of Salonika. More than two 
hours after the outbreak began, 
mobs 
still charged through 
the 
streets bent on destruction. 
The 
crowds attempted to set 
one big Greek Orthodox Church 
afire but were driven off by police 
and firemen. 
Infantry Moves In 
At the height of the disorder, 
hundreds of Turkish infantrymen 
with fixed bayonets moved into the 
center of the city. 
The Turkish rage apparently was 
touched oft by reports here that the 
birthplace of the late Kemal Ata- 
turk was damaged in the Salonika 
dynamiting. 
Ataturk, father 
and 
first president of the Turkish re­ 
public, is the country's national 
hero. 
The mobs 
met 
no 
resistance 
from store owners and the police 
were hopelessly outnumbered. 
Istanbul army headquarters said 
It had called out one division of 
infantry, an armored brigade and 
a number of marine units to bring 
the rioting under control. But there 
was no immediate letup in the 
violence and destruction. 
Bridges Blocked Off 
Armed marines blocked off both 
bridges across the Golden Horn 
which divides the two sections of 
the city. They also threw a cordon 
around the Greek Orthodox patri­ 
archate on the left hank of the 
Golden Horn 
All 
small 
boats which shuttle 
thousands of commuters about the 
city were halted. Ferry service 
connecting the European section 
of the city with the Asiatic quarter 
across the Bosporus also ceased.

Crime Shows On TV 
Calculated Risk

Senate 
subcommittee 
investigating juvenile 


delinquency has concluded that broadcasting TV 
crime and violence shows during children's viewing 
hours is a “ calculated risk.” 
The committee urged that the risk be cut and 


called upon the television industry to inaugurate a 
vigorous program of self-censorship. 
It also de­ 
manded stricter control of television programming 
by the Federal Communications Commission, with 
authority to revoke the licenses of stations violat­ 
ing an established code. 
The committee reported it “ has been unable 


to gather proof of a direct casual relationship be­ 
tween the viewing of acts of crime and violence 
and the actual performance o£ criminal deeds.” Rut 
it expressed the fear that "reading and looking at 
a great amount of these acts could create in an 
impressionable mind a permissive atmosphere for 
this type of behavior . . . . .which can result in 
Increasing behavior of this nature." 
The committee expressed concern with the 


“ cumulative effect" of prolonged exposure to TV 
crime and violence programs. Recent surveys of 
TV habits show that the average child between the 
age of 7 and 13 years of age spends from 20 to OO 
hours a week with his eyes glued to a television 
screen. Almost as much time is spent watching TV 
as is spent in school. 
The senators said there is reason to believe 


TV crime shows are potentially much more in­ 
jurious to children and young people than motion 
pictures, radio or comic books because television is 
available for many hours of the day and the visual 
and audible aspects create more of an impression 
on young minds. 
In an appendix to its report, the committee 


published scores of communications from educa­ 
tors, psychologists and law enforcement agencies 
generally endorsing the committee s conclusions.

Going Backwards 


The course of civilization has been in the direction of 
•oftening the angers of man for man. Prisoners of war 
used to he killed to save the expense of feeding and 


housing them. Sometimes they were enslaved. 
When all Kuropean armies were professional, the 
soldier was an artisan at war who might, on order of 


his commander, be on the other side. Loyalty was to 
the commander rather than to any concept of nationality. 
Ii was in the 17th Century that the concept evolved of 


the conqueror as the custodian for prisoners of war. In 


time, the philosophy developed that military prisoners 
were not guilty of crimes against the opposing states. 
Sir Charles Oman, in his "A History of the Art of 


War in the Middle Ages." makes the point 


“ For the combatant* had no national or religious 
hatred for each other, and generally not even person­ 
al hatred. . . . Hut the men-at-arms of each host had 
probably served half a dozen times side bv side 
with their enemies of the moment, since Hie hands 
were always passing into the pay of new employers. 
. . . And even if this were not the case, all mercen­ 
aries Here more or less brothers in arms, and 
despised the tyrant or the bourgeoisie which paid 
them. Moreover, a prisoner was worth to his raptor 
not only the value of his horse and armour, hut also 


a ransom, while a dead man could pay nothing . . 


Thus war became increasingly humanized because a 
live soldier was worth more than a dead soldier. Total 
war, as it developed in World War ll. however, calls for 
the complete destruction of the enemy—not only of his 
fiddlers hut of the whole population including women, 
children and old people. Therefore it does not pay to 
keep prisoners alive or even well. 
Furthermore, the 
complication of war tor ideas engendered a fierce fanatic­ 
ism. 
When countries fought over a boundary line. the 
rulers could have their tongues in their cheeks; maybe 
a marriage would eliminate the boundary more effective­ 
ly than a war. 
But when men fight over ideas, they 
only too often reach the conclusion that all dissenters 
must die. 


In the Report on Prisoners of War, the Secretary of 
Defense s Advisory Committee rightly points to Com­ 
munist Chinese barbarism. The death marches astound 
them 
The report says: 


“ So the journey a lo the prison ramps were ‘death 
marches.' especially in the winter of 1050-1051 when 
the trails were kneedeep in snow and p o lar winds 
flogged the toiling column. On one of these marches, 
700 men were headed north. Before the camp was 
reached, .VHI men had perished.” 


But that was the clear intent. It was that the men 
should die. without being killed conventionally, so that 
the cost of upkeep should be reduced 
I knew intimately 
Chinese wars from 1918 to 1931 but never saw a prison 
Camp. 
It was tough enough paying and feeding the 
soldiers; who had the money to feed prisoners'' And so 
the report says 'hat the prison "camps varied from had 
to worse ” 


The greaten crime of all was the use of the prison 
camps to corrupt the minds and spirits of the prisoners. 
J n this work the Chinese Communists were assisted by 
Americans, called “ progressives.” Among these were. of 
course, ordinary apple-poiishers, toe lickers, snide crea­ 
tures who were willing to get an extra loaf of bread or 
' j>,ere of meat for betraying their comrades. Such are 
wind everywhere 


Bot among them were also found convinced Marx­ 


i s t s who while in our army were ideologically and 
emotionally associated with the enemy. 
How manv 
of their there were we shall not know beyond the 
“ Twenty-One” who stayed behind. 
The “ progres* 
sue” was an agent of the enem\ inside our forces 
The Report on POW indicates that -*e still have a 
meagre concept of who they were and what they did.

Red Espionage Abets Cold W ar In North Africa 


WASHINGTON—The “ cold war” 
has shifted its main front to N'urth 
Africa. 
There, with the aid of 
espionage rings directly establish­ 
ed by the Communist regime in 
Moscow, various nationalist move­ 
ments are reaping the benefit of 
Soviet strategy. 
While there’s a legitimate senti­ 
ment for independence and autono­ 
my in Algeria. Morocco and Tuni­ 
sia, the terrorism and agitation 
have been given a direct .stimulus 
by the Communists through their 
underground apparatus. 
Unfortunately, 
some* of 
these 
Communist units and their trained 
espionage agents use the soil of 
Egypt and other Arab countries as 
bases of operations. 
This should 
not be allowed, but the usual an­ 
swer to such criticism 
is 
that 
nationalism is a natural develop­ 
ment and that ifs just too bad if 
the Communists exploit it. 
Another Aspect 
But 
there’s 
another 
asjieet. 
France and the Ended States, for 
example, 
are 
allies. 
Whatever 
happens in Algeria or Morocco is, 
so far as this country is concerned. 
a French internal matter. 
The 
Toited Nations has not called for 
action as it did in Korea and hence, 
on the basis of all the precedents 
of international law. the govern­ 
ment in Washington is obligated to 
keep hands off any assistance to 
rebels 
It is legal, however, and 
in accordance with custom to fur­ 
nish assistance to a constituted 
government. 
Thus, the recent ‘ public protest" 
of Walter Routher, president of the 
CiO, that the Ended States has 
been furnishing helicopters for the 
French to use in North Africa is 
not only a distinct disservice to 
the cause of Allied unity but it is 
in flagrant disregard of historic 
practice which has for the most 
part caused American citizens, and 
especially the heads of large and 
influential organizations, to refrain 
from injuring the prestige of their 
own

I nm itigated Disaster 
For another thing, a total with­ 
drawal of French influence from 
North Africa would be an unmiti 
gated disaster for Fram e

loss of the enormous French ut 
vestments in North Africa would 
disastrously enfeeble the French 
economy, while the loss of the

It is fashionable here in Morocco 
to say that the loss of North Africa 
would make France another Spain 
This is nonsense, if only bec ause
